CIVIC ELECTIONS. 

The result of the mayoralty contest 
on Monday could not be considered a 
surprise in view of the vote on the 
market by-law, and the fact that in 
the mayoralty contest the same forces 
were arrayed against each other. 
Although no absolate line could be 
drawn showing how any certain man 
would vote, yet the issue, if issue there 
was, was east against west. The 
eastern part of the town felt that the 
establishment of the market on the 
site chosen at the fire hall would aid 
materially in permanently fixing the 
centre of business as it is at present. 
The western part of the town did 
not feel the same interest in the 
centralization of business at that 
point, and did not consider the need 
of a market site sufficiently pressing 
to eause the arrangement made to be 
accepted. A very large majority of 
the votes cast for the market question 
were in favor of the fire hall site, but 
as they fell a few short of the neces- 
sary two-thirds majority the by-law 
was defeated. On the election for 
mayor and councillors the same vote 
of course gave an overwhelming 
victory to the mayoralty candidate 
who stood for the by-law. Of the 
candidates themselves nothing but 
good can be said. Both are deeply 
interested in the welfare of the town, 
both are in active business, and both 
have a creditable record in civic 
affairs. While Mayor Edmiston’s re- 
election is an expression of confidence 
on the part of his fellow-citizens of 
which he may well be proud, Mr. 
Gallagher has no reason to consider 
the result as any expression of a lack 
of confidencs in himself as a citizen or 
as an aspirant for an honorable 
position in the public affairs of the 
town. Only one side can win, and in 
this case the feeling regarding the 
market site on the part of the resi- 
dents of the eastorn part of town— 
where the larger population resides— 
was too much for him to make head 
against. 

The re-election of Councillor Me- 
Leod at the head of the poll is a 
tribute to the energy and common 
sense which he has always brought to 
bear on civic affairs. 

Councillor Jackson also received a 
very handsome vote of endorsation. 

Councillor MacKenzie has entered 
municipal politics under exceptionally 
pleasing cireumstances, having, with 
Councillors McLeod and Jackson, been 
elected for a two years term, at his 
first time of offering. 

Councillor Picard’s re-election might 
seem to indicate that the lines drawn 
on the market by-law were not strietly 
adhered to—and they certainly can- 
not have been in his case. But Mr. 
Picard is a fighter. He stood out for 
his convictions ; and whether right or 
wrong, people like courage. They 
also like to see members of the council 
take an active interest in civic affairs ; 
as Mr. Picard always did. 

Councillor Brown is not new te the 
town government, having already sat 
one term, with all credit as a practi- 
cal man. 

In Councillor Secord the town has 
secured the services of a man of ex- 
cellent business ability, of large in- 
terests, and of proven good judgraent. 
Hitherto Mr. Secord has taken no 
part in the public affairs of the town, 
but his presenee at the conncil board 
18 RO less welcome. 

The defeat of ex-couneillors Hour- 
ston and Ross is to be regretted for 
many reasons. Possibly the chief 
reason for their defeat was that they

MARERETS. 

The low price of wheat has a most 
depressing effect on business in this 
district. At this time last year No. 1 
wheat was bringing 70c. Now it is 
bringing 46c, a difference of 24c a 
bushel against the farmer, This

with wages only or less for his work. 
But even this difference is not all. 
Last year the tendency of buyers was 
to grade wheat up. Now it is to grade 
it down. So that wheat which passed 
as No. 1 last year is classed No. 2 
this year. Last year’s No. 2 finds 
itself still further down the list. 
Although the No.1 price is all, or 
possibly more than all, that dealers 
can pay on an export basis, farmers 
are so confident that the grades are 
being systematically hammered down 
that some are shipping on their own 
account to Fort William where they 
hope to do better on the grading. 
The reason that No.1 is above an 
eastern export basis, is that it is 
required for local milling and for the 
Kootenay. There does not seem to be 
any particular reason why wheat 
should be as low in the world’s 
market as itis; but the fact remains 
that; it is low, and with the exception 
of last year, has been for years. The 
prices of last year were exceptionai, 
and no doubt have helped to depress 
this year’s prices. 

The situation regarding oats is 
more puzzling than that regarding 
wheat. The demand in Kootenay is 
more active than ever before. Busi- 
ness is brisk throughout that region, 
and railway construction into the 
Boundary creek district is as brisk as 
it was in the Crow’s Nest pass last 
year. The prices in the state of 
Washington, which was. formerly the 
great source of supply, are so high as 
to prohibit importation from there. 
374c¢ at Spokane, 10c. duty and say 


50c a bushel at Nelson. But at 
Nelson the price is 38c a bushel. 
Clearly the oats which are sold at 
Nelson are not from Washington. 
The only other possible source of 
supply is Manitoba. Manitoba oats 
would have to be very cheap in order 
to pay the regular freight rate and 
yet be sold in Nelson at 38c. As the 
Manitoba papers of recent issues do 
not appear to contain quotations of 
oats, it is difficult to find out just 
where the shoe pinches. But the 
fact that these quotations do not 
appear is in itself suspicious. It 
would be quite possible to haul oats 
from Manitoba to Nelson at the, rate 
now charged from Edmonton. The 
Great Northern has connections right 
through, and it is just possible that 
even if the C. P. R. is not cutting its 
rates the Great Northern is, which 
comes to the same thing as far as 
we are concerned. Will the C. P. R. 
allow us to be cvt out of our natural 
market by produce hauled twice as 
far as our has to be? 


SYLVESTER’S LANDING. 


Throngh the kindness of Mr. A. Brown, 
the BuLueTin -has been handed a letter 
written from the vicinity of Sylvester’s 
Landing on August 19th by Chas. McCal- 
lum to his mother, Mrs. McCallum, of Ed- 
monten. The letter says: 

We have been prospecting some. Spent 
six days on the west branch of the Finlay 
few govd spots. 
Came on to Black river, and had a hard 
time in fires. Had to leave the trail many 
times and get to the river and then travel 
on the bars and cross the river often. Some 
men lost some packs, One of ours caught 
fire, but at last we got past. It was 40 
miles through and fast spreading. I don’t 
know how those parties back of us will get 
through. Two men with only two pack 
horses lost one pack. ‘Fwo men were down 
with scurvy at the forks of Finlay, and 
some are short of provisions. I overtook 
Dr. Bennett and Jack Graham apd camped 
with them last night. The Moody guides 
have just got here, and say we sre seven 
days travel from Sylvester's. I suppose we 
will winter in good shape, ourselves and 
our horses. There are hundreds of men 
scattering in all directions, many coming 
down the Dease in boats, and we are all ia 
the belief that good strikes will be made 
before it freezes up. Weare in ar easy 
travelling country. Not so much brush in 
the timber and can travel almost anywhere 
with pack horses. Surely the government 
will have a regular mail service to Sylves- 
ter’s Landing this winter. Dr. Bennett is 
looking poorly. He thinks he has consump- 
tion, and lost 83 pounds between St. John 
and Graham. He says he feels better now 
and is on the gain. Jack Graham took 
sick of scurvey at Finlay Forks and was 
taken down to Fort Graham ona raft. I 
believe Dr. Bennett saved his life. He is 
now travelling with Dr. Benntt. We hear 
that flour is only $6.00 per 100 at Sylvester.

There is « large lake with lots of fish, 
and hay near it, about 60 miles from here: 
We expect to be in winter quarters in 
about eight days.

WHEAT BUYING. 


The Morden Chronicle says: ‘‘ We are 
contending that the prices of this year are 
unequal and unjast, end we are using the 
current quotatiors in the Winnipeg daily 
papers, sent in by the statien agents 
threougkout the province, to demonstrate 
that the prices paid at points in this dis- 
trict are systematieally depressed, for 
which we assert there is no justification. 
Wesubmit further that these quotations 
prove that throughout the province prices 
are fixvd arbitrarily, and that when values 
are so loose, the gain to the public by a 
reduction of 14 per hundred in freight 
rate is not apparent. So far this season, 
prices have regularly been higher in the 
18kc. and 194c. freight belts in Manitoba, 
and in the higher freight belts of the Ter- 
ritories, than in this district of 164c. 
freight. Where, then, does the benefit of 
lowered freight rates come in?

THE NEWEST CITY. 


Uascade City is the newest town in the 
Kettle river country, now being developed 
by the extension of the C. P. R. system from 
Robson westward. It is just on the Can- 
adian side ef the boundary at the junction 
of the outlet of Christina lake with Kettle 
river, and the point at which the proposed 
Corbin line from Marcus would meet the 
C. P. R. There is a magnificent water fall 
on the Kettle river at this point, from 
which unlimited water power can be 
developed at nominal expense. A few miles 
from town is the Burnt Basin mining dis- 
trict, the latest, and some claim the richest, 
of the many rieh mining fields of British 
Columbia. The site of the town is ideal 
and must be seen to be appreciated.

Cascade is an absolutely and entirely 
new place, the result of railway construc- 
tion, but already is represented to the world 
by two newspapers, the Record and Maple 
Leaf. A copy of the Record shows it to be 
an excellent paper in appearance and matter 
and quite worthy of a new and ming 
place.
